lic religiosity. But the Third 
symphony seems an antithesis 
te the tender and meditative 
message of the Romantic 
Fourth; it is clumsy and 
heavy, reflecting the “Nibe- 
lungen-fanfares,” although it 
has, of course, a special 
beauty in Bruckner z har- 
mony, particulerly the scherzo 
which was the model for 
Mahler’s Landler“ Mr. 


Freudenthal, who in the first 
piece immediately revealed 
his temperament, gave a pas- 
sionate performance of this 
baroque music. 
Tehaikovsk y's unrival- 
led violin ccncerto was a re- 
lief. Tossi Spivakovsky, who 
was handicapped during his 
Tel Aviv debut by a trying 
hamsin, this time was in too 
form. His. tone had deep 
feeling in that insphed con- 
certo, but was never senti- 
mental. His warm cantilena 
was excellent, his technique 
immactilate anc especially vi.
